a Famous Paper 


The nice little old lady who was 
one of us at the noon luncheon 
hour in downtown restaurants 
is 


no more. Miss Louise Knoble, 74, 
died Saturday noon of burns from 
a gas heater, and she was laid 
to rest in 
the 
family 
burial 
ground here yesterday. 


Miss Knoble might have seemed 


an incongruous 
figure 
to 
a 
stranger. She 
took 
her 
meals 


downtown, and mixed 
with 
the 


crowd who run Hope's offices and 
stores — but those familiar wilh 
her antecedents knew she had a 
preeminent right to do so. 


She was the daughter 
of 
the 
late Col. Gus Knoble, one of the 
engineers who built the Cairo & 
Fulton railroad (Missouri Pacific) 
through here in 1873 and founded 
Hope in that year. Miss 
Knoble 
went away from the home town 
for her adult career, but returned 
to it on her retirement — 
and 


was a familiar 
and 
respected 
figure. 


Her father was 
one 
of 
the 


pioneer 
authorities 
who 
was 


quoted in the famous dispute over 
how the City of Hope happened to 
get its name. The 
great .

organization. 


Every newspaper has a special 
characteristic that keeps it 
from 


being identical with its 
contem- 
poraries. They may 
print 
the 


same news, but either it's handled 
differently, the press work is bet- 
ter or worse (as the case 
may 


be), 
or the paper may be known 


to its readers for following its 
editors' particular interests in life. 
The Sun 
was 
wealthy, 
bril- 


liantly printed, and inclined toward 
the essay style of reporting. 
A 


generation ago it was a 
news- 


paper giant. One of its editorial 
writers wrote that famous piece 
which begins: 
"Yes, Virginia 
there is a Santa Claus . . ." 


But newspapcring is a 
tough 


business. Comic strips 
appeared. 


The Sun was by no means firsl 
with them. Circulations boomed as 
the New York field turned away 
from essays and embraced 
hard- 
boiled reporting. But the Sun stood

station of one major levee break- 
through.

north of Cincennes, Ind., collapsed 
Sunday night, flooding 16,000 acres 
of farmlad and forcing 
evacua-

As an official disclosed this to- 


day, 
a check of government sta- 


tistics showed that almost $50,000,- 
000,000 of estimated personal 
in- 
come fails to aj 
come tax files. 
.ear in annual in- 
hat is almost one- 


fourth of all personal income. 


A substantial portion of this —- 


such as income of persons making 
less than $600 a year, certain mili- 
tary pay, relief payments and pen- 
sions — is not taxes. 


However, some authorities

lieve a sizeable part of the $50,- 
000,000,000 represents money that 
should have been reported 
on in- 


come tax returns, and wasn't.

New York, — (/f)— 
You've heard 
that a tree grows in Brooklyn. 


But did you ever stop to think 
what would happen if you didn't 
want a tree to grow anymore in 
Brooklyn? Hearken, then, to this 
tale of a landlord's woe: 


He owns a nouse 
in Brooklyn 


with a towering poplar tree in the 
front yard, a tree sturdy at 
the 


base but balding al the top. 
Most 
trees 
attack households 


in only one way — the roots creep 
into the basement and try to throt 
lie the furnace. But this popular 
tree attacked from top to botlom. 
Its power 
roots 
kept 
breaking 


into the cellar, 
and 
its 
crown 


shed decaying branches on 
the 


tieads of passersby. 


"Somebody's going to sue me if 
I don't set rid of that tree," the 
landlord decided. 


But how do you gel rid of a tree 


in Brooklyn? It was too tall to be 
axed by an amateur.
